Ii an agreement cannot be 
reached in this redistricting act by 
January 1, the mayor is to pass »p the 
task to ttie common plsas court. 


Coshocton will have seven council- 


men, three to be elected at large and 
the other four, one from eacL ward. 
When the city reaches the 
25.000 


mark, as is likely in vtne next few 
yeais, another ward and another coun- 
cilman will be added: after that one 
for each additional io.OOO in popula- 
tion. The city is to be divided in 
such manner that each ward will have 
as nearly as possible the same popula- 
tion. There will be two departments 
of city government. legislative and 
executive. The council will be pure'y 
legislative, and 
the administrative 
features now in vogue will be resegat- 
ed to boards created for that purpose. 
With distasteful committee work thus 
done away with., the busiest men of 
the city will now have no valid excuse 
against, serving on the council. Every 
resolution or ordinance must be ap- i 
prcved bv the mayor before becoming j 
effective. The council n.ay, by a two"- 
thirds vote, pass a measure over the 


The salaries of all ofii- i 
cers shall be fixed by t-he council, and 
all tees shall be paid into the city 
treasury. The code provides for com- 
pensation for councilmen, if deemed 
necessary, but not to exceed $150 a 
year in a city of this class. 


The executive department of the 


city shall be vested in the mayor, wbo 
wii! be by far the most powerful and 
conspicuous officer of the government: 
the auditor, (analogous to the present 
city clerk): treasurer: solicitor, who 
shall also be prosecutor of police court: 
president of the council, who shall
